However, the Turkish people have al- 
ways been warlike. The various invasions 
of Asia Minor after the Armistice, and 
particularly the extensive one by the 
Greeks, their most hated hereditary enemy, 
coupled with the attempts of the various 
Powers to force much better conditions 
with respect to the Armenians, whom they 
have always despised, all combined to re- 
vive the will to fight. 

Turkish Morale Strengthened 

HE successful defense of Angora greatly 

improved the morale of the Turkish 
forces. The subsequent decisive defeat of 
the Greeks, followed by Great Britain’s 
decision to allow them to cross into Eu- 
rope rather than fight, because lacking the 
means, greatly increased Turkish morale. 

The moral support of Russia during the 
Lausanne conference, the knowledge that 
the Russian army was undoubtedly ready 
to move in general on the same political 
side ag the Turks, and the readiness of the 
Buigarians and Hungarians—two fighting 





peoples—to take advantage of any situa- 
tion upsetting existing conditions in the 
Balkans, have all served still further to 
strengthen Turkish morale, and, conse- 
quently, the Turkish determination to use 
force, if necessary, to obtain the political 
ends which they may consider essential. 
While Turkey’s geographical position 
furnishes her the opportunity to operate 
either in Europe or Asia, the distances are 
such, and the means of communication so 
inadequate as to prevent a rapid transfer- 
ence of the bulk of her forces from the 
possible European theater of war to the 
possible Asiatic one, or vice versa. To act 
with decision in both possible theaters at 


‘once, besides being a violation of funda- 


mental military principles, would un- 
doubtedly be tremendously difficult, be- 
cause of the limited Turkish resources in 
both personnel and matériel. 

The Field of Possible Operations 
‘THEREFORE, it is probable that the 

field of possible operations to which the 
bulk of the forces is nearest is the one in 
which military operations are first con- 


templated, should the political situation 
bring on actual hostilities, At the present 
time, apparently, the bulk of the Turkish 
troops ate in the neighborhood of the 
Straits, between Europe and Asia. 

While the terms of the Armistice limited 
the number of Turkish troops which could 
be placed in Europe, there is plenty of 
evidence to show that the forces along the 
Maritza—facing the Greeks and those 
practically facing Constantinople to the 
west of that city, and, therefore, cutting it 
off from Europe in case of hostilities— 
have been steadily growing in numbers. 
This has been due to Turkish subjects 
within Europe coming to the colors, and 
undoubtedly also to a continual seepage at 
night across the Sea of Marmora, and, 
probably, various parts of the Straits. 

British Navy vs. Turkish Artillery 
‘THE British troops in Constantinople, 
and the immediate vicinity, and at 
Chanak on the eastern coast of the Dar- 
danelles, opposite the Gallipoli peninsula, 
probably do not number over 30,090. The

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Journal’s Poll of Congress on National Defense 


‘THE publication of the responses made 

by individual Congressmen to the poll 
of the House conducted by the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL, in its efforts to learn just 
how the Representatives in Congress stand 
in regard to the National Defense act’s 
one-army provisions, was begun in the 
issue of Feb. 3. Additional interviews 
follow: 

Mr. Hammer, Democrat, North Caro- 
lina.—-I am for about the lowest figures 
we can get along with and be respectable 
and prepared in defense. 

Mr. Begg, Republican, Ohio.—I haven't 
decided how I will vote if this matter 
comes back to the House, but in all prob- 
ability I will follow the recommendations 
of the committee. I think the budget 
should be sustained or kicked out. 

Mr. Haugen, Republican, Iowa—I am 
for a liberal appropriation for the train- 
ing camp activities. That has been a sort 
of a hobby of mine, but of course we will 
have to stand by the House. I think in 
this instance I would risk the committee 
instead of the judgment of the budget, but 
I am for liberal appropriations for all 
these activities. 

Mr. Speaks, Republican, Ohio—I am. 
always, for the training camps, but I 
want to cut down the Army overhead 
charges somewhere to reduce the expendi- 
tures of the Government. I voted to in- 
crease this item in the bill. I probably 
would support an increased amount by 
the Senate, but at the same time I feel 
that there should be a corresponding re- 
duction from some of the items in the 
general overhead expenses of the Army. 

Mr. Young, Republican, North Dakota. 
—I would have to look into that and I 
will look into it. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, Republican, Ohio.—I 
am for the budget recommendation for this 
item and not only in favor of that, but I 
am in favor of raising, from year to year, 
the appropriation until every boy and 
every girl will be given some sort of physi- 
eal training, and this could be put in no 
better hands than the Military Establish- 
ment. I believe such training is necessary 
to our national defense and for our safety., 

Mr. Kendall, Republican, Pennsylvania. 
—I am not a strong military man because 
I don’t think that in the next ten years 
we will have any involvements that will 
lead us into war. So that for the time 
we should be given a rest from the mili- 
tary activities for, say one year. 


Mr. Kelly, Republican, Michigen.—Be- 
ing on the Appropriations Committee I 
will stand by the committee and will, there- 
- fore, stand by what Dan Anthony does. 


Mr. Chinblom, Republican, Ilinois.—I 
will attend to this matter on the floor of 
the House when it comes up there. I 
don’t think it is proper for a poll of the 
members to be taken before a question is 
voted on which will virtually bind their 
votes. I have voted, however, for what 
is called large appropriations for the na- 
tional defense, but which I do not regard 
as large when we consider the importance 
of the training. I object to stating how I 
will vote on a question before I have heard 
the argument. 


Mr. Hardy, Democrat, Texas.—Being no 
military man I am not familiar with the 
ins and outs of the question here involved. 
Generally ye am in favor of cut- 
ting down the military appropriations, but 
there is a question of particular reasons

pe le 


Mr. Faust, Republican, Missouri.—I am 
in favor of carrying out the Defense act 
with regard to the training. I think it is 
a very wise policy and am naturally for 
it and committed to it. 


Mr. Williams, Democrat, Tewvas.—I 
haven’t studied the question enough to give 
an intelligent answer, for I have just 
come from a four months’ sick bed and 
was not in the House when it came up.

Mr. Brooks, Republican, Iilinois—I am 
in favor of the training camp and have a 
son whom I am looking forward to seeing 
attend this summer. am for sustaining 
the budget on this item. 

Mr. Nelson, Republican, Maine.—When 
the matter comes up in the House I will 
vote on it as I think fit. I would not want 
to be quoted on it outside of Congress.

Mr. Swank, Democrat, Oklahoma.—I 
don’t want to commit myself. but I expect 
I will be for sustaining the budget.

The total cost of the new building pro- 
posed will be around a million dollars. The 
maintenance cost for the fiscal year 1924 
will be approximately $250,000. In other 
words, a million and a quarter, approxi- 
mately the amount added by the Senate to 
the Army Appropriation bill for expenses 
and instruction at camps, and the forage 
and bedding, etc., for the National Guard 
Artillery and Cavalry animals; or more 
than twice as much as the increases given 
by the Senate to the Organized Reserves 
for their instruction and organization; or 
a quarter of a million more than the in- 
creases given by the Senate to the R.O.T. 
C. and the C.M.T.C. for the training of 
young men during the coming year. 

In considering these sums for the Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve forces it should 
be borne in mind, of course, that even 
with these increases the amount carried in 
the Army Appropriation bill is considera- 
bly below the amount carried in the ap- 
proved War Department budget. 


Illinois Wants No Prison 


HE facts of the matter are that the 

people of Illinois, and particularly 
those living near Camp Grant, do not 
want the penitentiary established there. 
They want the camp ground kept for the 
use of the Illinois National Guard divi- 
sion and other military activities or turned 
back into farming land.

ge» Separate Anthony from Army 


ORT LEAVENWORTH has no mili- 

tary value from the point of view of 
its location. The school which is at pres- 
ent there could function much better in 
some other locality, such, for instance, as 
Fort Sheridan, Ill. The Leavenworth 
reservation has been used for so many 
years to work out tactical problems that 
every officer in the Service knows every 
corner of it. In other words, it has 
ceased to be of first-class value from the 
point of view of instruction. 

Mr. Anthony of Kansas, apparently, is 
supporting a bill which would allow fif- 
teen acres of this reservation to be used 
by a civilian light and power company, 
thus further reducing the amount of ter- 
rain available. 


Move the Service Schools 


THE officers of the Army have no par- 

ticular desire to go to Leavenworth. 
In fact, there are a great many posts they 
would sooner go to for many reasons. The 
majority of them see no reason for the 
maintenance of a garrison at a spot which, 
however useful in Indian days, has no par- 
ticular advantage at the present time, and 
Many disadvantages. There is no partic- 
lar Teason why the Congressional dis- 
trict of a man who has throughout his 
record continuously opposed the Army 


should be favored with having spent in 
that district the considerable sums of 
money which an Army post inevitably 
causes to be disbursed in its vicinity. 

Taking all these facts into considera- 
tion, an ideal solution of the situation 
would be to abandon Leavenworth, mov- 
ing the school elsewhere, and allowing the 
present barracks and quarters to be used 
for the industrial reformatory called for 
by the House bill. This would accomplish 
the commendable objects of segregating 
first offenders between the ages of seven- 
teen and thirty from the old-timers; sav- 
ing the considerable sum for new build- 
ings and overhead which a new peniten- 
tiary would necessitate; bettering the in- 
struction of the school now at Fort Leav- 
enworth; increasing the morale of the 
Army by no longer compelling its perscn- 
nel to spend money in a district which 
maintains in Congress a man who usually 
sides with their enemies, and pleasing the 
people of Illinois, who do not want the 
proposed penitentiary. 

Leavenworth, having a penitentiary, can- 
not object to its enlargement. 

(Mr. Anthony, being an ardent supporter 
of economy to such an extent that he has 
considered it necessary to chop off two 
hundred thousand here, one hundred thou- 
sand there, even though the saving of 
these sums vitally affects a policy and is 
not demanded by budget necessities, can- 
not but welcome a program which will save 
the Government more than a million and 
will continue the policy of developing a 
Government institution located in his dis- 
trict. 


When Is Service Not Service? 


HE idea of service is so strongly 
: entrenched in the minds of the men 
and women connected with the 
Regular Services, and is so associated with 
military affairs, both on land and sea, in 
the minds of every civilian, that the prin- 
ciple of increasing pay with length of ser- 
vice is one of the two most dominant fac- 
tors in determining the pecuniary recom- 
penses of those in the Services. 
The other dominant factor is the grade 
held. 


Counting Service for Longevity 


HAT length of service is recognized to 

be of primary importance is shown by 
the fact that officers entering the Regular 
Services from the National Guard are 
justly allowed to count that service on a 
100 per cent. basis when in the Federal 
service and on a seventy-five per cent. 
basis for the remainder of the time. The 
same principle of counting previous service 
is justly followed where National Guard, 
Reserve Officers, Naval Militia, or Marine 
Corps officers are called into active service. 

However, an enlisted man in the Army 
who becomes a commissioned officer is de- 
prived of the benefit of counting his en- 
listed service. 

In the same way, cadets and midship- 
men of the U.S. Military and Naval Acad- 
emies after becoming commissioned officers 
are prevented from counting their cadet or 
midshipman service. 

There are a number of officers in the 
Army to-day who are deprived of getting 
any benefit from the period in which they 
had honorable service as enlisted men, and 
frequently in time of war. There are a 
number of officers in the Services to-day 
who entered the academies in 1913, and 


since, who cannot draw the same pay as 
the men just ahead of them, even though 
these men be of the same grade. 

There is a section in the Naval Omnibus 
bill (H.R. 7864), now before the Senate, 
which will permit all graduates of the Na- 
val Academy to count their service as mid- 
shipmen. 


Glaring Inequalities Exist 


A PRACTICAL exantfife of the inequali- 

ties which result from the present sys- 
tem is shown by the fact that unless this 
change is made the members of the class 
of 1917 will draw during the next twenty- 
four years between $13,500 and $15,000 
less than will the members of the class of 
1916. This for the same rank and length 
of service. 

Married officers of the class of 1917 will 
receive a slight increase over the 1908 pay 
schedule, which in the discussion last year 
before Congress with respect to the pay 
bill was admitted to be inadequate under 
present living conditions. The unmarried 
ones will suffer a reduction below this 
schedule, aggregating $8,900 each in the 
24-year period. All classes subsequent to 
that of 1917 will be discriminated against 
in the same manner, unless this provision 
of the Naval Omnibus bill is passed. 


What is Service 


IDSHIPMEN and cadets upon enter- 

ing the academies, and enlisted men 
upon entering any branch of the Services 
take an oath to serve. 

No man who has served as an enlisted 
man has any doubt as to its being service. 
Any man who has never served as a cadet 
or as a midshipman and who has any 
doubt as to the four years in each academy 
being the hardest kind of service should 
try a month of it at either academy. 

Service means exactly what the word 
implies—subjection of self and the best in- 
terests of self to the will of the people of 
the United States in military and naval 
affairs. The enlisted men, the cadets, the 
midshipmen, the officers all serve. Com- 
mon justice demands that all honorable 
service, no matter where it may be, should 
be computed in determining pay for length 
of service. 


Trade, Navy and Naval Bases 
an Inseparable Trinity 
RECENT issue of Commerce Re- 
ports, the official weekly publica- 
tion of the Department of Com- 
merce, contains a strong plea for the de- 
velopment of Manila as an outpost for 
Undoubt- 
edly, American prosperity depends upon a

large export trade. 


tions likely to continue for a generation, 
and a good commercial outpost at Manila 
should contribute very substantially to 
our Oriental trade. But let us sound a 
note of warning. Without a Navy strong 
enough to cope with Japan’s navy in Far 
Eastern waters our Oriental outpost and 
our Oriental trade would be in a serious 
state of permanent jeopardy. 

According to Commerce Reports, every 
great commercial nation except the United 
States has taken steps to develop commer- 
cial bases in the Orient. Great Britain is 
entrenched at Hong Kong and Singapore: 
France has Saigon; Japan has encouraged 
the development of Kobe as a transshipping 
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point, and Holland operates from Batavia 
and Soerabaya. This situation gives ad- 
vantages to our trade competitors which 
American merchants do not enjoy. 


Manila an American Outpost 


COMMERCIAL outpost at Manila 

would give our merchants the ability 
to carry stocks under a stable gold cur- 
rency, free from the silver fluctuations in 
Oriental ports, and avoiding the Japanese 
tariff imposed at Kobe. It would mean 
greater selling force behind our trade ac- 
tivities in China, French Indo-China, Siam, 
Malay, India and the Dutch East Indies. 
It would serve as the basis of a “feeder 
service” under the American flag. Prompt 
deliveries from stock could then be made. 
Prices could be quoted c.i.f. Oriental ports 
with much greater ease than at present 
from New York, and with banking facili- 
ties undoubtedly established to finance 
such shipments the D/P terms demanded 
in most Oriental countries could be granted. 
We would not have to sell f.0.b. New York, 
as at present, on confirmed bankers’ accept- 
ances in competition with much more fa- 
vorable European terms. Such are the 
advantages of a commercial outpost at 
Manila, as officially outlined by Secretary 
Hoover’s department. 

History has demonstrated many times 
over that economic competition is the most 
potent of all causes of war. Does anyone 
imagine that if we become a serious com- 
petitor of Japan in the Oriental trade 
markets, on account of advantages derived 
by us from a commercial outpost at Manila, 
Japan would not provoke war if she pos- 
sessed the naval power to take Manila from 
us? Such would be the ultimate result as 
surely as cause produces effect. 


U S. Navy Needed in Orient 


F we want our share of Oriental trade 
we must provide something more than 
a commercial outpost. We must provide a 
Navy of such strength as will deter Japan 
from taking the outpost. At present our 
Navy is wholly inadequate for such a pur- 
pose. As Admiral Sims is quoted as say- 
ing, “We are hamstrung in the Pacific” 
under the terms agree upon at the Wash- 
ington Conference—especially those relat- 
ing to naval bases. Meantime Japan has 
projected an immense building program of 
cruisers and other naval auxiliaries which 
will render our Navy more impotent than 
ever for operations in the defense of @ 
Philippine commercial outpost. 





Mr. Stafford Still in the Way 
"THE bill which would stop further de- 

motions of non-commissioned officers of 
the Regular Army is still being held up by 
Mr. Stafford’s refusal to permit its con- 
sideration by the House. 

The total amount of money involved is 
so small as to be negligible. The anxiety 
and injustice being caused a large number 
of faithful non-commissioned officers are 
anything but negligible. The harm being 
done the morale of the enlisted men of the 
Army of the United States, and, therefore, 
the country as a whole is considerable. 

It is intolerable that one Congressmon, 
discredited by his own constituents, who 
declined to re-elect him, should be able so 
vitally to influence legislation of such im- 
portance, the holding up of which can in 
no way be justified from the point of view 
of economy. 
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Senate for Higher 
Army Appropriation 


Net a single defeat was met by Chair- 
man Wadsworth on the floor of the 
Senate during the consideration of the 
military provisions of the War Depart- 
ment bill. There was on Feb. 5 a very 
heated discussion of the House provision 
which prohibited retired Army officers from 
accepting employment with concerns doing 
business with the Government, but on Feb. 
6 it was adopted by the Senate without an 
objection. All of the increases for the 
National Guard and Organized Reserves 
reported to the Senate by Senator Wads- 
worth were adopted by the Senate. 

Senator Brookhart of Iowa proposed an 
amendment to the provision for the na- 
tional board of rifle practice increasing the 
apprpriations to $120,000, which was ac- 
cepted very gracefully by Chairman Wads- 
worth. It was stated by Chairman Wads- 
worth that the Senator from Iowa is bet- 
ter informed on the subject than any other 
man in the Senate and he would be pleased 
to accept any suggestion from him. 

After the Senate had adopted all of the 
amendments reported from the committee 
with the bill, Chairman Wadsworth pro- 

zed an amendment in behalf of Lt. Col. 

oehler, Master of the Sword at the Mili- 
tary Academy. It provides that the pres- 
ent incumbent upon completion of his ser- 
vice shall be entitled to be placed on the 
retired list of the United States Army 
(with the rank of lieutenant colonel) under 
the same conditions as are prescribed by 
law for other officers in the Army. This 
was adopted by the Senate. 


Committee Amendments Adopted 


Chairman Wadsworth on behalf of the 
committee offered the following amend- 
ments which were adopted by the Senate: 

Nothing contained in any existing laws or 
regulations or orders promulgated in pursu- 
ance of law shall be construed to authorize on 
or after July 1, 1922, the issue of heat or 
light in kind to any person in the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, and Public Health Service, 
while such person is receiving an allowance 
for rental of quarters under the provisions of 
the act entitled ‘‘An act to reedjust the pay 
and allowances of the commissioned and en- 
listed personnel of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey, and Public Health Service,’’ approved 
June 10, 1922. 

Hereafter the cost of transportation of civil- 
ian employees and of material in connection 
with the manufacturing and purchasing activ- 
ities of the Signal Corps, Air Service, Medical 
Department, Engineer Department, and the 
Coast Artillery Corps, and in connection with 
the construction and installation of fire-control 
projects at seacoast fortifications by the Coast 
Artillery Corps may be charged to the appro- 
Priations for the work in connection with 
which such transportation charges are required. 

Provided, That the mileage allowance to 
members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps when 
called into active service, for training for 15 
days or less shall not exceed 4 cents per mile: 
Provided further, That the laws providing for 
land-grant deductions shall not apply to travel 
at 4 cents per mile heretofore performed by 
members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps under 
the War Department appropriation act for the 
fiscal year 1923, approved June 30, 1922. 

The sum of $400,000 of the appropriation 
for the Air Service for the fiscal year 1921 
contained in the ‘‘act making appropriations 
for the support of the Army for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1921, and for other purposes,’’ 
approved June 5, 1920, shall remain available 
until June 30, 1924, for the payment of obli- 
gations incurred under contracts executed prior 
to June 30, 1921. 

Just before the Senate concluded the 
consideration of the military features of 
he bill, Senator Spencer of Missouri se- 
cured the adoption of an amendment un- 
der which the engineer officer in charge of 
buildings and grounds of the District of 
Columbia should have the rank, pay and 
allowances of a brigadier general, and Sen- 
ator Reed secured the adoption of an 
amendment which would enlarge the eligi- 
ble list of the Army for the appointment 
of general officers. If the House adopts 
the Spencer amendment, Col. Clarence O. 
Sherrill will be immediately promoted to 
brigadier general. The Reed amendment 
provides : 

Any officer whose name is now borne on the 
Army Register, and who served with credit as 
a general officer of the line during the World 
War, or who was recommended for appoint- 
ment as @ general officer of the line by the 
commander-in-chief, American Expeditionary 
Forces, prior to Noy. 11, 1918, shall be eligible 
for selection to the general officers’ eligible 
list provided for in the National Defense act, 
approved June 4, 1920, notwithstanding the 
fact that he shall now hold a grade below that 
of colonel in the line.

Army Matters Coming Up 
Soon in the House 


‘THE Frothingham bill (H.R. 14077), 
which has been reported favorably trom 
the House Military Committee, will be up 
for consideration. ‘This bill corrects the 
decisions of the Comptroller General which 
deprived National Guard and Reserve offi- 
cers of rental allowances when ordered to 
active duty. ‘The provisions of the bill 
were given in the Weekly Letter on page 
555, Feb. 3. 
The Kerns bill (H.R. 13434) will be 
placed on the program by Chairman Mc- 
Kenzie. This also corrects a decision of 
the Comptroller General with regard to the 
appointment of retired enlisted men of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps or Coast Guard 
to civil offices with a compensation of 
$2,500 or more per year. 

(The bill (S. 4036) prohibiting the un- 
thorized wearing, manufacture or sale of 
medals and badges awarded by the War 
Department, which has already passed the 
Senate, will be on the calendar for the 
War Department day in the House. 

House Joint Resolution 22, authorizing 
the President to amend the discharge cer- 
tificate of former Capt. Ramon B. Harri- 
son, U.S. Inf., has been favorably report- 
ed from the House committee and will 
therefore be on the program. 


Horsemastership Trophy 
Won by 23d Infantry 


FTER a three months’ competition 

engaged in by all organizations of the 
2d Division for which the organization 
tables provide not less than twenty ani- 
mals, the 23d Infantry has been awarded 
the American Remount Association’s Horse- 
mastership Trophy. 

The competition began in October, 1922, 
and continued through December. Almost 
daily during that period, the members of 
the board—Maj. Emmett Addis, Cav., A. 
C. of S., G-2; Maj. Aquila Mitchell, V.C., 
and Capt. Joseph S. Tate, Cav.—were 
busy visiting the corrals and stables of 
the various organizations. Competitors 
were marked on the general condition of 
animals; methods of feeding, watering, 
grooming and shoeing; cleanliness and 
serviceability of harness and equipment; 
neatness, cleanliness and general condition 
of stables and picket lines; quantity and 
condition of bedding; and the general con- 
dition and serviceability of wheeled trans- 
portation. 

There was keen competition throughout 
the division, especially between the two 
Infantry regiments composing the 3d In- 
fantry Brigade, but when the board had 
rendered its final report it was found that 
the 23d Infantry had won with a total 
score of 73.72 points.

Chase Portraits Presented 
to the National Museum 


HE committee to acquire for the na- 

tion the Chase collection of A.E.F. 
portraits has already presented twenty- 
five portraits to the National Museum, 
Washington, D.C. 

The collection consists of portraits of 
the commander-in-chief and 1 members 
of the A.E.F. designated by general head- 
quarters. It includes sixty-eight combat 
generals and forty-one junior officers and 
enlisted men who because of distinguished 
service merited the recognition of the 
Government. 

The artist has agreed to sell the collec- 
tion for $50,000, provided it is to be do- 
nated to the nation. It is proposed to 
raise this amount by subscription. All the 
divisions approached, with the exception 
of the 27th, the 42d and the 77th, which 
have been slow in assisting, have taken 
up the matter with a great deal of en- 
thusiasm. 


Industrial Mobilization 
Plans Are Being Made 


‘THE Assistant Secretary of War, Col. 

J. Mayhew Wainwright, accompanied 
by Maj. Gen. Lansing H. Beach, Chief of 
Engineers; Brig. Gen. William S. Peirce, 
Assistant Chief of Ordnance, and other 
Army officers representing various supply 
branches, have completed a tour of the 
country in connection with the work of 
perfecting plans of the War Department 
for industrial mobilization. 

The party was in Boston Jan. 18, Phil- 
adelphia Jan. 19, Cincinnati Jan. 23, and 
Pittsburgh Jan. 24 and 25, Chicago Jan. 30 
and 31, St. Louis Feb. 1, and Louisville 
Feb. 2. 

Arrangements are now being made for 
similar visits to Rochester, Buffalo, Cleve- 
land, Detroit and the Pacific coast. 

Colonel Wainwright is conferring with 
the local representatives of the War De- 
partment and prominent business men and 
manufacturers on plans for decentralized 
procurement, which involve the selection of 
industrial plants for the manufacture of 
munitions, the building up of personnel 
locally, consisting of Reserve officers and 
civilians who are volunteering their ser- 
vices in this connection, and in a general 
way discussing the local problems involved. 


Five New Hospitals 
for the Veterans’ Bureau 


UNDER the provisions of the Langley 

bill, the Quartermaster Corps will con- 
struct five new hospitals for veterans of 
the World War, the first to be ready for 
occupancy in September. When com- 
pleted and in operation, it is stated they 
will take care of approximately 2,066 new 
patients and will provide quarters for 
fifty-five officers, 346 nurses and 394 at- 
tendants. The sites of these buildings are: 
Northampton, Mass.; Chillicothe, Ohio; 
Knoxville, Iowa; American Lake, Wash. ; 
and Camp Custer, Mich. 


Gen. Patrick Addresses Two 
Military Societies in Boston 


AJ. GEN. MASON M. PATRICK, 
U.S.A., Chief of Air Service, spoke 
in Boston last week at the joint smoker of 
the Boston Post of the Society of Ameri- 
can Military Engineers and the Greater 
Boston Chapter of the Military Order of 
the World War at the cadet armory.

LTHOUGH the Reserve Officers’ 
Association of the United States 
is not yet a year old, it has al- 

ready demonstrated that it will be a force 
in rallying public sentiment in support of 
the National Defense act. Most of the 
mistakes made and the unwise legislation 
that has been enacted by Congress have 
been through inadequate knowledge of the 
subject. Occasionally there is a member of 
Congress who, through a personal quarrel 
with the War Department, seeks to weaken 
the defenses of the nation to satisfy his 
revenge. ‘There are also pacifists who, 
either openly or at heart, are against pre- 
paredness in any form. But it has been 
a rare occasion in Congress when these 
two classes have been in the majority. 

There was never a better case in point 
than the Army Appropriation bill now 
pending in Congress. The members of the 
House accepted the statement of Chairman 
Anthony that the Appropriation bill as it 
was reported from the House committee 
provided fifteen days’ training for 11,000 
officers. They were given no opportunity 
to verify this statement, and voted for the 
bill on the general assumption that it pro- 
vided for twice as much training and in- 
struction for the Organized Reserves as 
was provided for in last year’s bill. 

They did not have time to unravel the 
intricate items of the budget. It is doubt- 
ful whether any members on the floor of 
the House aside from Messrs. Anthony, 
Stafford and Sisson realized that the bill 
as reported to the House abolished the 
divisional and regimental headquarters for 
the Organized Reserves. This was brought 
out clearly in the poll of the House which 
was taken by the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL, 

When the advice that the War Depart- 
ment sub-committee of the House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations had struck at the 
very heart of the third component of the 
Army of the United States appeared in 
the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, and wags 
sent out from the'national headquarters of 
the Reserve Officers’ Association, there was 
an immediate response from the country. 
The Reserve officers started a campaign of 
education, and resolutions came pouring in 
from chambers of commerce, and letters 
and telegrams from Reserve officers. Mem- 
bers of Congress, when they received per- 
sonal letters from friends who are in the 
Reserve Corps, began to take the bill seri- 
ously and conducted investigations as to 
Just what the bill meant as it had passed 
the House. 


Senate Favors the Army 


HE Senate is often rated as a conserva- 
" tive body. As a whole, it takes a saner 
view of public questions than does the 
House. At the same time, it is closer in 
touch with the sentiment of the country 
than is the House, and as a result the 
Senate without a dissenting vote passed 
the increases that were made by its Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. Among those 
who made speeches in support of the in- 
creases for the items under the head of 
Organized Reserves was Senator King of 
Utah. The Senator from Utah rarely sup- 
Ports an item in an Army or Navy bill, 
and even his acquiescence in these provi- 
sions is an indication of real progres: in 
strengthening the sentiment in the Senate 
for the National Defense act. 

Under the impetus of the demand for an 
Increase over the House bill in the appro- 
Priations for the Organized Reserves the 
Mereases for the National Guard went 
through the Senate without a provest. 
f ere is a strong sentiment in the Senate 
or the National Defense act and it orly 
requires an informative campaign to se- 
pany adequate appropriations for carrying 
int the provisions of the act. This is due 
, no small measure to the able pregenta- 
lon of the importance of carrying out the 
oa by Chairman Wadsworth of 
7 ilitary Committee.

ferees to reduce the strength of the Regu- 
ar Army under the last appropriation bill, 
and forced a compromise in the final agree- 
ment. When the House was forced, by a 
great revolt of public sentiment, to adopt 
the Curry-Anthony amendment of the last 
appropriation bill Senators Wadsworth 
and Fletcher took up the amendment, re- 
ported it out of the committee and passed 
it on the same day. 


Organized Reserves Should be Alert 


WHEN the Appropriation bill now pend- 

ing goes into conference Chairman 
Wadsworth and Senator Fletcher will 
stand as firmly for the increases that the 
Senate has made for the Organized Re- 
serves and the National Guard as they did 
against the reduction in the strength of 
the Regular Army. 

Since the bill has passed the House and 
during the consideration by the Senate 
there has been a radical change in the at- 
titude of the members of the House. The 
members of the House are being put on 
their guard as to the effect of the bill as 
it came from the House Committee on Ap- 
propriations, ; 

the Reserve officers keep up tbeir 
campaign of education there will ba no 
doubt of the result. If the members of 
the House are fully informed of the eflect 
of the bill as reported by Chairman <An- 
thony he will meet with defeat if he ar- 
tempts to force it through the House again 
in the form of a report from the conferees. 

In effect, the Senate has adopted a 
Curry-Anthony -amendment to the Organ- 
ized Reserves provisions. The Senaic bill 
provides funds for fifteen days’ training 
camps for 11,000 officers. This is what 
Mr. Anthony claimed for the Army Appro- 
priation bill when he reported it to ihe 
House. His claim is of the same charac- 
ter as that which he made when he sub- 
mitted the cénference report on the pro- 
visions for the reduction of the numbcr of 
officers in the Regular Army. There is 
scarcely a Reserve officer in the cowutry 
now who does not know that there were 
not sufficient funds for 11,000 officers in 
the bill as it came before the House the 
first time. When the members of the 
House realize this they will refuse to ap- 
prove the House bill and will vote to sus- 
tain the Senate. 


Promotion of Demoted Captains 


HE provision for the relief of demoted 

captains who were among the first lieu- 
tenants on the promotion list will go to the 
joint conference committee for solution. 
The Senate committee struck out the Hull! 
amendment which was adopted by the 
House, but Senator McKeller secured the 
adoption of another amendment on the 
floor of the Senate. As a result the Sen- 
ate and House conferees will have quite a 
task in working out an agreement between 
the two Houses. While the conferees are 
at it they are apt to broaden the two 
amendments and straighten out some of 
the other vexing features of the promotion 
list. Under the rules of both Houses on 
such technical matters, the conferees fre- 
quently substitute entirely new legisla- 
tion. The following is the text of the Mc- 
Keller amendment: 

Provided, That no part of the money herein 
appropriated shall be used for the pay and allow- 
ances of officers on the “promotion list’ who 
shall be promoted to the grade of captain after 
the passage of this act unless said promotion 
shall have been made in the following manner, 
which is hereby established as the method of 
promotion to the grade of captain of officers 
on said promotion list, to wit: “So long as 


there shall remain in the grade of first lieuten- 
ant any officer discharged in the grade of cap- 
tain and recommissioned in the grade of first 


lieutenant in accordance with the provisions of 
the act of June 30, 1922, as amended by the 
act of Sept. 14, 1922, who was appointed in the 
grade of captain in the Regular Army under the 
provisions of Sec. 24 of the act of June 4, 1920, 
promotions of officers on the promotion list to 
the grade of captain shall be made selely from 
such officers.” 


Secretary Against Personnel Legislation 


‘THE Secretary of War has written a 

letter to Chairman Wadsworth urging 
that no Army personnel legislation be in- 
corporated in the Appropriation bill. He 
declares that there will be plenty of time 
to consider a well thought out plan for 
the correction of inequalities on the promio- 
tion list that have grown out of the reduc- 
tion in the number of Regular Army oth- 
ecrs. He calls attention to the fact that 
it will be about two years before any leg- 
islation affecting the captains who were 
originally among the first lieutenants will 
go into effect. 

In the event that the House conferees 
insist upon legislation on the subject, 
Chairman Wadsworth of the Senate com- 
mittee has a plan to submit which it is 
believed will meet the approval of the con- 
ferees. It is embodied in Senate bill 4013, 
which provides: 

That in promoting officers of the Army, whose 
names are carried on the promotion list, to the 
grades of captain and first lieutenant, beginning 
Jan. 1, 1923, promotions shall be made in the 
order of standing on the promotion list, except 
that officers in any grade not discharged and 
recommissioned in that grade under the pro- 
visions of the act of June 30, 1922, as amended 
by the act of Sept. 14, 1922, shall be passed 
over and shall not be entitled to promotion until 
all officers then on the promotion list in their 
grade. who were discharged and recommissioned 
in that grade under the provisionfs of said acts 
shall have been promoted to the grade held by 
them when so discharged: Provided, That any 
officer discharged and recommissioned under pro- 
visions of said acts who is retired in accord- 
ance with law before being promoted to the 
grade from which discharged shall have the re- 
tired rank and pay to which he would hava 
been entitled had he not ‘been so discharged. 


Non-Coms. and Warrant A.M.P.S. 


ACTING Chairman McKenzie has the 
assurance from the House leaders thut 
the Military Committee will have a day in 
court before Congress adjourns. On this 
day not oniy the non-com. bill will come 
up before the House, but an effort wi'l be 
made to secure the passage of a number of 
other bills which have been reported favor- 
ably from the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs. a 

In amended form, a bill (H.R. 13772) 
introduced by Representative Bland of Vir- 
ginia, which provides for the relief of war- 
rant officers of the Army Mine Vianter 
Service who were discharged under tlie 
law reducing the strength of the Army, 
hus been reported from the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. The bill in 
amended form authorizes the Secretary of 
War to reinstate any of the warrant offi- 
cers that were affected by the reduction. 
They are to be restored to the status they 
held on the date of their discharge with 
the same rights of retirement, longevity 
pay, base pay and allowances as if they 
had not been discharged. It is provided 
that the discharged officers must make an 
application for restoration wittiin three 
months after date of approval of the bill. 
There are thirty-two warrant officers who 
would be entitled to return to the Service 
under the terms of the bill. : 

Under the program, Senate Joint Reso- 
lution 48, authorizing the retirement of 
certain Army field clerks and field clerks, 
Quartermaster Corps, will come up for 
consideration in the House. This resolu- 
tiun has already passed the Senate. It 
provides for the immediate appointment 
and retirement of this class of clerks as 
warrant officers. , 


HE Naval Omnibus bill is now on 
the House calendar as amendments 
to (8.4137) “a bill to authorize the 


transfer of certain vessels from the Navy 
to the Coast Guard.” This bill has passed 
the Senate and if the House should it 
with the Naval Omnibus bill ame ta 
by the usual proceedings it would go back 
to the Senate and Acting Chairmaa Poin- 
dexter would move a disagreement and 
ask for the appointment of conferees on 
the part of the Senate. ‘The di!l would 
then become a law when both Houses had 
adopted the conferees’ report and it bad 
been signed by the President. 

But it will not take this coursa if it 
comes to the Senate in the form in which 
it was reported out of the House Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs on Feb. 6. Acting 
Chairman Poindexter has threatened to 
move the reference of the bill to the Sen- 
ate Naval Committee again. If he should 
carry out this threat the end of the Omni- 
bus bill for this session is at hand, and 
the bill will sleep peaceably in the com- 
mittee until next session. This week 
there have been daily conferences be- 
tween the eSnators and Members’ who 
will be on the joint conference comwiitee 
if the bill is referred to such a commau.tee. 
It is recognized that if the bill is to Le- 
come a law at this session its provisions 
must be practically agreed to before it is 
returned to the Senate. Any one of the 
ninety-eight Senators, with the crowded 
condition of the calendar, could talk the 
bill to death unless it comes up in the Sen- 
ate in the early part of next week. 


Special Rule for Omnibus Bill 


EALIZING that this condition con- 

fronts the bill, Chairman Butler and 
the members of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs withdrew from the calendar 
Senate bill 4137 and reported it to the 
House again with the amendments which 
met their approval. Chairman Butier went 
before the Committee on Rules ou Feb. 7 
and asked for a special rule witch would 
give his committee Feb. 10 for the consid- 
eration of the Naval Omnibus bill. Ulere 
he met obstacle number one, in the appo- 
sition of the Committee on Rules to Sec. 
12 of the bill as it is now pending before 
the House. This provides for the redistri- 
bution of officers in the Supply Corps of 
the Navy. Its text ig the same os that 
which is in the Omnibus bill as it has been 
reported from the Senate Cvimmittee on 
Naval Affairs. Curiously enough, the bill 
reported to the Senate has previously 
passed the House as H.R. 7864. 

The Omnibus bill in one form or other 
has been pending in the Navy Department 
and before Congress for about two years, 
and this week, when it appeared that its 
passage was assured, things begai: to hap- 
pen which may lay it over till the next 
Congress. If it does not pass before March 
4 it must go through both Houses again 
in the next Congress, which will not meet 
in regular session until the first Monday 
in December. 

The House committee, when it encoun- 
tered opposition in the Committee on Rules 
to Sec. 12 held a hurried meeting on Feb. 
7 and struck out the objectionable section, 
This action created a disturbance over in 
the Senate, where the Supply Corps has 
some strong supporters. It is understood 
that a number of influential Senators have 
taken offense to the summary manner in 
which the House committee is handling 
the bill. 


Against Longevity Legislation 


HERE is another section which the 
House committee struck from the bill 
as it was reported from the Senate com- 
mittee which has even more support in the 
upper House than has the Supply Corps 
provision. This is Sec. 14 of H.R. 7864. 
It is reprinted here because its rejection 
on the part of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs may mean the death of the 
bill for this Congress. It provides: 
“Sec. 14. The discrimination now exist- 
ing in method of computing service of offi- 
cers of Navy and Marine Corps, graduates 
of U.S. Naval Academy, is hereby removed, 
and hereafter service and what shall be 
counted, for all purposes, in computing 
length of service of all such officers, shali 
be the same as now provided by law for 
such officers who graduated from the U.S. 
Naval Academy in 1916 or previous years.” 
This section has the approval of the 
Navy Department. It has the most enthu-

siastic support of Col. Theodore Roosevelt, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. The friends 
of the younger otticers in the Navy are con- 
vinced that the pay bill discriminates 
against them. Not much has been said on 
this section up to this time for publication, 
but the Senators who take interest in naval 
affairs are deeply interested in the provi- 
sion which proposes to restore the credit 
for service in the Naval Academy. 

It is believed that if the credit for ser- 
vice in the Naval Academy is restored Con- 
gress cannot refuse to give the same treat- 
ment to the graduates of the Military 
Academy. The friends of the younger olli- 
eers in the Army are supporting the pro- 
vision as enthusiastically ag are the friends 
of the Navy. One of the strongest objec- 
tions raised to the amendment is that the 
new pay bill should not be amended by 
piece-meal legislation. ‘The advocates of 
the amendment insist that if they wait 
until there is a general revision of the 
pay law it will be years before Congress 
will take such action. 


Personnel Sections May Go Out 


I" would not be surprising if all of the 

personnel legislation is stricken from the 
Naval Omnibus bill if some agreement is not 
reached between the contending forces. 
This would be indeed unfortunate, ag the 
Marine Corps personnel section is of the 
highest importance to that organization. 
Of course, the most important legislation 
to the Navy is for the increased authorized 
cost of vessels and the provision for the 
modernization of the Navy. If an agree- 
ment cannot be reached on the personnel 
question they may be stricken out ond only 
on general legislation passed at this ses- 

on. 

In the Senate bill as now reported to 
the House, Sec. 1 authorizes the transfer 
of certain vessels from the Navy to the 
Coast Guard. 

Sec. 2 corrects the status of certain en- 
listed men of the Navy and of the Naval 
Reserve Force. 

Sec. 3 will relieve certain officers and 
enlisted men who served honorably in the 
World War from the disabilities which 
they have heretofore or would hereafter 
suffer through the charge of desertion 
standing against them on their records. 

Sec. 4 gives credit for longevity pay 
purposes to all retired commissioned and 
warrant ofticers of the Naval Service for 
active duty performed during the period 
of the war with Germany. 

Sec. 5 authorizes the accuunting officers 
of the Treasury to settle certain accounts 
of disbursing officers. 

Sec. 6 limits the application of Sec. 1481 
of the Revised Staiutes of the United 
States. 

Sec. 7 increases the authorized cost of 
the battleship Colorado to $17,600,000; 
scout cruisers Nos. 9 and 10, to $8,400,- 
000 each; destroyer tender No. 3, to $4,- 


Sec. 8 provides that the restrictions con- 
tained in the acts of March 2, 1907, and 
Aug. 29, 1916, as to amount that may be 
expended for repairs and changes to capi- 
tal ships shall not apply to such sums as 
the Congress may from time to time ap- 
propriate for moderrization by increasing 
the elevation and range of turret guns, 
cost not to exceed $6,500,000. 

Sec. 9 provides for purchase of land oc- 
ar by four air stations: Galveston, 
$13,000; Lakehurst, $18,000; Quantico, 
$20,000; Chatham, $58,335. 

Sec. 10 provides for a modification of 
the system of examination for the promo- 
tion of commissioned officers of the U.S. 
Marine Corps, but does noi repeal the law 
providing for the system. 

Sec. 11 provides for the relief of con- 
tractors, sub-contractors and material men 
who have suffered loss by reason of some 
government orders. 

Sec. 12 provides for the redistribution of 
officers in the Supply Corps of the Navy. 
This is stricken out by the committee. 

Sec. 13 provides for the repeal of Sec. 3 
of the act of June 4, 1920, as authorizes 
transfers and appointments, N.R.F. to 
Regular Navy. 

Sec. 14 provides for a payment of $25 
in case of dishonorable discharge, bad con- 
duct discharge or discharge for good of 
service. 

Sec. 15 relates to organization and pay 
of Marine Band. 

Sec. 16 provides that all officers of the 
Navy and Marine Corps who while holding 
temporary rank were examined for retire- 
ment and found physically incapacitated 
in the line of duty, and whose temporary 


appointments were revoked, shall, in all 
cases where the department has recalled 
and canceled the letter revoking the tem- 
porary apointment, be considered as hav- 
ing been retired in the temporary rank held 
by them at the time of examination by the 
retiring board, and shall be entitled to pay 
on the retired list computed on the pay of 
such temporary rank from the day their 
retirement was effective. 

Sec. 17 establishes the commissioned 
warrant grades of chief electrician and 
echiet radia electrician, and the warrant 
grades of electrician and radio electrician. 

Sec. 18 relates to reimbursement to cer- 
tain firms, associations and corporations 
for money advanced. 

Sec. 19 provides that officers and men of 
the Naval Reserve who may, upon their 
own application, perform training duty for 
periods of less than fifteen days each, may 
be furnished subsistence in kind or com- 
mutation at rate fixed by law. Enrolled 
men of Naval Reserve may hereafter be 
confirmed in the lowest enlisted ratings of 
naval service without first performing min- 
imum amount of active service required in 
act approved Aug. 29, 1916. 

Sec. 20 authorizes the Comptroller Gen- 
eral to allow in settlement of accounts of 
disbursing officers of the Navy amounts 
credited, prior to his decision of May 20, 
1922, as “highest pay of his grade” to offi- 
cers detailed as assistants to chiefs of Bu- 
reaus of Supplies and Accounts and Medi- 
cine and Surgery. 

See. 21 authorizes construction of a 
supply depot for the Marine Corps at San 
Francisco. 

Sec. 22 relates to the military record of 
late Lt. Cdr. Charles O. Maas, N.R.F. 

See. 23 provides for a U.S. Navy band. 

Sec. 24 provides that hereafter enlist- 
ments in the Navy may be for terms of 
two, three, four or six years, and all laws 
now applicable to four-year enlistments 
shall apply, under such regulations as may 
be prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy, 
to enlistments for a shorter or longer pe- 
riod with proportionate benefits upon dis- 
charge and re-enlistment. 

Sec. 25 would credit for all purposes act- 
ual time served as chief clerk to command- 
ant of the Marine Corps. 


American Troops 
Return from Germany 


HE first of the troops from the A.E.F. 

in Germany were landed at Savannah, 
Ga., Feb. 7 from aboard the transport St. 
Mihiel, after a somewhat rough voyage 
from Antwerp, and were given a splendid 
welcome. The troops were composed main- 
ly of the Sth U.S. Infantry, in command 
of Col. Walter T. Bates. 

The transport was met by tugs and the 


U.S. Coast Guard cutter Yamacraw, and 
vessels in the harbor were dressed in gay 
bunting for the occasion, as was the city 
of Savannah. General Pershing sent a 
radio of welcome to the returning troops, 
and in the name of the President and the 
nation Senators and Representatives joined 
officers of the Army and others in extend- 
ing a welcome to the home-coming troops, 
for duty well performed. The American 
Legion, too, through Chatham Post of 
Savannah, voiced the welcome. 

The following telegram from the Secre- 
tary of War to Maj. Gen. David C. Shanks, 
commanding general of the 4th Corps 
Area, was handed to Col. Bates: 

“Please convey my expression of greet- 
ings to the troops returning from Ger- 
many on the transport St. Mihiel. Their 
return is the closing incident in the great- 
est military undertaking of our country. 
It has been the fortune of those whom we 
now welcome to have remained among our 
late enemies as representatives of that 
great Army which brought glory and vic- 
tory to American arms. This duty they 
have performed in a manner which has 
been a just cause of pride to their country- 
men.” 

After the troops disembarked and 
marched to the park they were heartily 
cheered. At the park the men enjoyed a 
delicious barbecue prepared under the su- 
pervision of the Newell News, assisted by 
300 women of the American Legion. The 
pork was donated by Chatham county 
farmers, Savannah firms donated other 
supplies, and the K. of C. furnished cigar- 
ettes. 

The officers were entertained at a dinner 
given by the city of Savannah, and those 
attending included Governor T. W. Hard- 
wick of Georgia, Senator W. J. Harris of 
Georgia, Senator J. H. Robinson of Ar- 
kansas, Mayor Paul E. Seabrook of Sa- 
vannah, Maj. Gens. David C. Shanks and 
C. S. Farnsworth, and Col. W. T. Bates. 


U.S.A., and others. Interesting speeches 
were made. 

Of the wives of soldiers aboard the trans- 
port sixty-five were German, four French 
and two Belgian. The families of twenty- 
four soldiers are to be stationed at Fort 
Screven, while the others will be landed 
with soldiers at Charleston and New York, 
as heretofore announced in the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL. ;

This 
year it is hoped that some 400 graduates 
will be present. 

The committee has decided to permit, for 
the first time, the invitation of non-gradu- 
ate guests. These guests are restricted, 
however, to those who attended the Mili- 
tary Academy for six months or more, but 
who, for honorable reasons, failed to com- 
plete the course. These invitations may be 
extended personally by any graduate in- 
tending to be present at the dinner.

Individual notices are being sent to all 
graduates on record within twelve hours 
of New York city.

More Engineers at

HE office of the Chief of Engineers is 

hopeful of doubling their R.O.T.C. en- 
rollment for this sumer’s training camps.

T.C. summer camps was around $4,000,000, 
but as the bill came from the House this 
amount had been cut down to $3,250,000. 
The Senate restored this to $4,000,000. 
The figures above given pertain to the 
amount for the training of all arms of the

Last year there were 340 Engineer stu- 
dents who took training in the four Engi- 
neer camps, namely: Fort. Humphreys, 
Va.; Camp McClellan, Ala.; Camp Cus- 
ter, Mich., and Camp Lewis, Wash. These 
camps will in all probability be used this 
year and, according to all indications, 
about 600 students are expected to enroll 
in this year’s summer training. Both the 
basic and advanced classes will be larger 
this year.

Reserve Officers May 
Handle Government Cases 


‘THAT Reserve officers can act as attor- 

neys or representatives of claimants 
prosecuting the Government is the opin- 
lon of Acting Judge Advocate General J. 


A. Hull. The question has been raised as 
to whether Reserve officers came in the 
class of officers of the United States Gov- 
ernment who are prohibited by the law of 
March 4, 1909, from acting as agents or 
attorneys for the prosecution of claims 
against the Government. 

The Judge Advocate General bases his 
opinien upon the case of the United States 
vs. Germaine, 99 U.S. 508. In the course 
of the opinion the Judge Advocate says: 

“In view of the provisions of the act of 
June 3, 1916, I think Congress intended 
that an officer of the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
should have the status of an Army officer 
only when ordered to active duty, and 
‘from the time he shall be required by the 
terms of his order to obey the same’ (Sec. 
38), and while the penal statute under 
discussion is not strictly a part of the 
‘laws . . . for the government of the 
Army of the United States’ (Sec. 38), still 
it seems clear that Congress did not in- 
tend Reserve officers to come within its 
provisions or any other provisions relative 
to Army officers except when on active 
duty.” 


Officers of 79th Division

‘THROUGH the courtesy of Col. Odus 

C. Horney, Ord. Dept., U.S.A.. about 
eighty officers of the 79th Division, the 
headquarters of which is in Philadelphia, 
toured Frankford Arsenal on Jan. 17. The 
officers were met by Col. Horney and his 
assistants and divided into small groups, 
each in charge of an Ordnance officer, who

Gen. Price Makes Report 
on Pennsylvania Guard 


AJ. GEN. WILLIAM G. PRICE, jr., 

commanding the Pennsylvania WNa- 
tional Guard, in his annual report for 
1922, states among other things that its 
strength is now 775 officers and 11,330 
men. f the officers 693 have had prior 
Federal war-time service, while 82 have 
had some military service other than Fed- 
eral. Five hundred and twenty-five of the 
present officers served overseas. It is be- 
lieved that this is a sufficiently strong 
force to meet any state emergency, and at 
the same time it presents a well-balanced 
force which could be quickly utilized by the 
Federal Government if needed. 

Gen. Price expresses the hope that the 
state legislature will appropriate sufficient 
funds to enable to provide adequate ar- 
mories for such troops as now occupy tem- 
porary buildings wholly unsuitable. 

“In conclusion,” says Gen. Price, “it 
should be stated that it is believed the 
esprit de corps of the Pennsylvania Na- 
tional Guard has never been higher than 
it is at present. The uniform and cheer- 
ful co-operation of all the officers commis- 
sioned in the force is a factor not to be 
discounted in considering the results ac- 
complished, and such effectiveness and effi- 
ciency as the Guard may now have at- 
tained is due entirely to the unselfish ef- 
forts and loyalty to their state of its 
officers.”

N.G. and R.O. Commissions 
in Army of United States 


N amendment of the National Defense 

act by which National Guard and Re- 
serve officers will be commissioned in the 
Army of the United States may be sent to 
Congress by the Secretary of War before 
the adjournment on March 4. It is pro- 
posed to submit a bill for this purpose in 
time to be acted on when the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs has a day un- 
der special rule. 

The work of preparing the amendment 
has been placed in the hands of the Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve officer boards 
which are now in session. The boards 
are working with the General Staff and 
the Judge Advocate General’s Department 
on the proposed legislation. Both the Na- 
tional Guard Association and the Reserve 
Officers’ Association have passed resolu- 
tions favoring such a change in the law 
and regulations. 

In the first section of the National De- 
fense act, it is provided “that the Army 
of the United States shall consist of the 
Regular Army, National Guard while in 
service of the United States, and the Or- 
ganized Reserves, including the Officers’ 
Reserve’ Corps and the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps.” 

Despite this plain declaration that Re- 
serve officers are in the Army of the Uni- 
ted States, they are not commissioned in 
it, which would seem to be inconsistent. 
The National Guard officers under the 
dual commission law may also be in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, and it would ap- 
pear that they should also» be commis- 
sioned in the Army of the United States. 

The plan under consideration is to pro- 
pose an amendment to Section 127a of the 
National Defense act. In this section, it 
is set forth that 

In time of war any officer of the Regular 
Army may be appointed to higher temporary 
rank without vacating his permanent commis- 
sion, such appointments in grades below that 
of brigadier general being made by the Presi- 
dent alone, but all other appointments of offi- 
cers in time of war shall be in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. 

Several drafts for the rewriting of this 
provision have been prepared, but none 
has been adopted. It is stated that the 
Secretary has taken a personal interest 
in the matter and is anxious that some 
provision be worked out by which the 
status of the National Guard and Regular 
officers shall be clearly established. 








National Guard Notes 


‘THE 185th Infantry, California National 
Guard, is in process of organization

While the Turks cannot operate exten- 
sively in the Mosul district in northern 
Mesopotamia and against the Straits at 
the same time, they can, due to the paucity 
of British forces in northern 
tamia, so affect the military situation in 
this region to an unfavorable extent that 
the British military authorities in con- 
sidering armed resistance to any Turkish 
attempt to force the Straits must seriously 
consider this factor in coming to any de- 
cision. 

Turkish Military Strength 


‘THE Treaty of Sevres allowed Turkey 

50,700 troops. The Turkish Nationalist 
army, which was used in the cam 
against the Greeks and which is the - 
bone of the present force, pro consists 
of approximately 200,000 men. It is esti- 
mated that there are 800,000 trained males 
of military age within the Turkish Empire, 
and 500,000 untrained. 

The Army is divided into eight — 
corps, each consisting of two or more 
sions. The infantry division consists gen- 
erally of three regiments of infantry, an 
assault battalion, a regiment of field ar- 
tillery and a squadron of. cavalry. The 
effectives of an infantry division probably 
do not exceed 3,000 to 4,000. There are 
some divisions with a strength as poh 
2.500. The cavalry divisions, of wh 
there are four, seldom have an effective 
strength of more than 1,500. The divi- 
sional artillery generally consists of one 
regiment of two battalions each of two or 
three batteries. Corps artillery, tanks and 
airplanes are extremely limited in number. 

The supply of automatic rifles and rifle 
grenades is small. The number of machine 
guns per infantry division is reported to 
have been approximately thifty. 

The strength of the army and its effec- 
tiveness were limited, because of insuffi- 
cient matériel, and of means of supplying 
the matériel possessed. The considerable 
quantities of matériel of all kinds taken 
from the Greeks have been used to increase 
the strength and effectiveness of the Turk- 
ish forces.

Gen. Babbitt to be Major General 


‘THE War Department announced on 
Feb. 1 certain promotions of general 
officers, including that of Brig. Gen. Wal- 
ter H. Gordon to be major general. “The 
statement,” said the Secretary of War on 
Feb. 3, “was prepared for me by officials 
of the department on the assumption that 
action had finally been determined, al- 
though the nominations had not been trans- 
mitted to the Senate. ‘The release was 
unfortunately,a premature one. The va- 
eancy of Maj. Gen. Henry T. Allen was 
filled by the promotion of Brig. Gen. Ed- 
win B. Babbitt instead of Gen. Gordon, 
as previously reported. I regret very much 
that such an error was committed in the 
department. The premature release must 
result in keen disappointment to Gen. 
Gordon, an exceptionally fine officer, whose 
deserved promotion is accordingly delayed. 
I am sure that the general himself would 
not complain, but we must recognize that 
through this mistake he has been placed 
in an unfortunate position. ‘This action 
is the more unpleasant for me in that I 
feel personally responsible for not having 
checked the actions of my subordinates.” 

Gen. Babbitt is at present in command 
of the 19th Infantry Brigade in the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone. Prior to his Panama 
assignment he was stationed at Camp 
Dodge, Iowa. During the World War 
Gen. Babbitt organized and commanded 
the 4th Field Artillery Brigade. He was 
awarded the D.S.M. by our government 
and the Legion of Honor (Officer) by 
France. The D.S.M. citation follows: 

“For exceptionally meritorious arid dis- 
tinguished services. He commanded the 
4th Field Artillery Brigade from its or- 
ganization to the close of hostilities, par- 
ticipating with marked distinction in the 
actions on the Vesle river and in the St. 
Mihiel and the Meuse-Argonne offensives. 
The skilful manner in which he pushed 
forward the Artillery units in support of 
the Infantry was a material factor in the 
successes of these campaigns. In the 
Meuse-Argonne offensives he had under his 
command, in addition to the 4th Artillery 
Brigade, the 10th Field Artillery, the 18th 
Field Artillery, the 205th French R.A.O., 
and the 2d "Battalion, 308th French R. 
AL.” 

Gen. Babbitt was born in New York, 
July 26, 1862, and was graduated from 


the U.S.M.A, in the class of 1884, when 


he was assigned to the 5th Artillery. Gen. 
Babbitt’s service prior to the World War 
was in the Ordnance Department with the 
exception of the first five years, when he 
was assigned to the 5th Artillery. Among 
his assignments were those of instructor 
in ordnance and gunnery at the Military 
Academy, on duty at the Benicia Arsenal, 
chief ordnance officer of the Philippine 
Division and in command of the i 
Ordnance Depot, in command of the Sandy 
Hook Proving Grounds, member of the 
Ordnance and Engineers boards, and as- 
sistant chief of Ordnance. 


REAR ADM. JOHN H. DAYTON, U.S. 

N., commissioned rear admiral Jan. 6, 
1923, from captain, was born at Rock 
Island, Ill., Feb. 3, 1869. and was gradu- 
ated finally from the U.S.N.A. June 30, 
1892. Among his many duties he served 
in the Mangrove, Lancaster, Topeka, Am- 
phritite, Hartford, Charleston, San Mar- 
cos, (onstellation, Saratoga, Michigan 
and Arizona. He has commanded a num- 
ber of important shore stations, among 
them being the great naval training sta- 
tion at Newport, the naval station at Ca- 
vite, P.I., the receiving ship at Norfolk, 
and commandant of the naval station at 
St. Helena, Va. He was on the staff of 
Adm. Dewey in connection with special 
work on the General Board of the Navy 
in 1911. He was assistant to the chief of 
the bureau of Navigation, was commandant 
of the navy yard, Washington, D.C., and 
was superintendent of the Naval Gun 
Factory. 


REAR ADM. DAVID W. TAYLOR, U. 

S.N., who was retired from active ser- 
vice Jan. 16, 1923, was born in Louisa 
county, Va., March 4, 1864. He was ap- 
pointed a cadet engineer in the Navy Oct. 
1, 1881, and an assistant naval construc- 
tor Aug. 14, 1886. He reached the office 
of naval constructor Dec. 5, 1891, and 
ehief constructor and chief: of the Bu- 
reau of Construction and Repair in De- 
cember, 1914. Among other duties Rear 
Adm. Taylor in 1906 went to London, Eng- 
land, to visit certain shipbuilding centers 
in connection with turbine propelled ves- 
sels. He was senior member of al] boards 
on hull changes for vessels building on the 
Atlantic coast; was a member of the com- 
mittee in connection with preparations on 
behalf of the U.S. for International Con- 
ference on Safety at Sea; commissioned 
chief constructor and chief of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair, with rank of 
rear admiral. Dec. 13, 1914. He was des- 
ignated as representative of the Govern- 
ment on National Research Council in 
August, 1916; was senior member of the 
Joint Army and Navy Technical Board 
for the design and construction of a Zep- 
pelin type airship in January. 1917, and 
was commissioned rear admiral Aug. 29, 
1916. Adm. Taylor in March. 1918, took 
passage, in company with the Secretary 
of the Navy, on the U.S.S. Leviathan to 
Brest and return to New York. He was 
recommissioned a chief constructor and 
chief of the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair Dec. 13, 1918. He was chairman 
of a committee appointed by the Secretary 
of Commerce to serve in an advisory ca- 
pacity te the Department of Commerce in 
matters relating to bulkhead and loadline 
of cargo ships; was the senior member of 
the board to formulate instructions to 
carry ont scrapping rules of the Confer- 
ence on Limitation of Armament. He 
was transferred to the retired list from 
Jan. 16, 1923, after completion of forty 
years’ service. 


REAR ADM. CHARLES B. McVAY, 

US.N., promoted from captain Jan. 6, 
1923, was born in Edgeworth, Allegheny 
county, Pa., Sept. 19, 1868, and was finally 
graduated from the U.S.N.A., June 30, 
1892. Among other duties Adm. McVay 
served in the Bennington and Amphritite 
and as inspector of steel and in the Bureau 
of Ordnance. He was chief of staff of the 
Asiatic Fleet; was assistant to the chief 
of the Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Depart- 
ment, and took the course at the Naval 
War College. He was in command of the 
Saratoga and the New Jersey in 1917, and 
of the Oklahoma in 1918. He was later 
captain of the navy yard, Washington, and 
assistant superintendent of the Naval Gun 
Factory. He served as chief of the Bu- 
reau of Ordnance, Navy Department, and 
was appointed a member of board to con- 
vene at Navy Department to formulate in- 
structions to carry out scrapping rules of 
the Conference on the Limitation of Arma- 
ment. 


M43 . GEN. ADELBERT CRONK- 

HITS, U.S.A., was retired from active 
service Feb. 1, 1923, upon reaching the 
age of 62 years. Gen. Cronkhite, who had 
a distinguished record of service, is a son 
of the late Lt. Col. Henry M. Cronkhite, 


U.S.A. He was born in New York, Jan. 
5, 1861, and was graduated from the U.S. 
M.A. in the class of 1882, when he was 
assigned to the 4th Artillery. Among other 
duties, aside from his service at various 
posts, he went with his light battery to 
Fort Riley, Kas., in 1890, and served in 
field in South Dakota against hostile Sioux 
Indians to January, 1891; was professor 
of military science and tactics at Michigan 
Military Academy. During the war with 
Spain he was at Camp Thomas, Ga.; 
Tampa, Fla., and Porto Rico; detailed to 
the QM. in 1904. During the World War 
Gen. Cronkhite commanded the Panama 
Coast Artillery District, Sept. 9, 1916, to 
August, 1917, and the Panama Canal De- 
partment to Aug. 30, 1917; commanding 
80th Division at Camp Lee, Va., to Nov. 
26, 1917; en route to and temporary duty 
in France and return to the United States 
Dec. 12, 1917, to March 1, 1918; command- 
ing 80th Division at Camp Lee, Va., to 
May, 1918; en route to France with 80th 
Division May 20, 1918, and on duty in 
France from that date, commanding the 
80th Division to Nov. 7, 1918, and the 6th 
Corps to April 11, 1919. He trained his 
division on the British front and fought 
his division with the French in Picardy 
and Artois. In August, 1918, the 80th 
Division was transferred to the 1st Amer- 
ican Army and engaged in the attack on San 
Mihiel and the Meuse-Argonne. Gen. Cronk- 
hite was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal: “For exceptionally meritorious 
and distinguished services. He command- 
ed the 80th Division during the Argonne- 
Meuse offensive, where he demonstrated 
great ability as a leader and proved him- 
self a commander of initiative and cour- 
age.” He was decorated by the British 
government with the Cross of Knight Com- 
mander of St. Michael and St. George; 
was decorated by the French government 
with the Cross of War in France, and made 
Commander in the Legion of Honor. 


OL. JOHN T. KNIGHT, Q.M. Corps, 

U.S.A., appointed brigadier general and 
assistant to the Q.MJG., to date from 
March 8, 1923, was born in Virginia, April 
18, 1861, and was graduated from the U.S. 
M.A. in the class of 1884, when he was 
assigned to the 3d Cavalry. He is a grad- 
uate of the General Staff and of the Army 
War College. Gen. Knight is at present 
in charge of the general intermediate de- 
pot at San Francisco. Calif. During the 
World War he served as quartermaster 
and general superintendent of the Army 
Transport Service at Newport News. Va.; 
as quartermaster of Base No. 5 at Brest, 
France, and as assistant and chief quar- 
termaster of the A.E.F. He was awarded 
the D.S.M. by our government, the Order 
of University (with palm) (Officer of 
Public Instruction), the Order of Prince 
Danilo I (commander) by Montenegro, and 
the Poloma Restituta (Class III) by Po- 
land. The citation of the Distinguished 
Service Medal follows: “For exception- 
ally meritorious and distinguished ser- 
vices. As chief quartermaster and super- 
intendent of the Army Transport Service 
at the Port of Embarkation, Newport 
News. Va., a position of great responsi- 
bility, in which he prepared ships for con- 
voy and executed the manifold duties of 
his office with conspicuous merit.” Gen. 
Knight, among other duties, has served 
with the 3d and 4th Cavalry regiments, 
as depot quartermaster at Santiago, Ma- 
nila and Philadelphia, in the office of the 
Quartermaster General and on the Gen- 
eral Staff. 


OL. IRA E. HAYNES, Coast Art., U. 

S.A., appoifted brigadier general re- 
cently, has been in command of the coast 
defenses of San Francisco with headquar- 
ters at Fort Winfield Scott, Calif., since 
June, 1919. Prior to that date he com- 
manded the North Pacific Coast Artillery 
District from the time of his return from 
overseas. Gen. Haynes was appointed a 
temporary brigadier general of the Na- 
tional Army in August, 1917. He served 
ifii the World War with the 64th Field 
Artillery Brigade (39th Division), which 
he organized and commanded until its dis- 
integration on arrival overseas. For this 
war service he was awarded the Belgian 
decoration of the Order of Leopold. Gen. 
Haynes, among other duties, served as ad- 
jutant general of the Department of Visa- 
yas, Philippine Islands in 1919. He was 
born in Kentucky in September, 1859, and 
was graduated from the U.S.M.A. in 1883. 


Coe MALVERN-HILI. BARNUM, 
Cav., U.S.A., recommended for ap- 
pointment to brigadier general, Feb. 1, 
1923, has a fine record of service. He 
was born in New York, Sept. 3, 1863, the 
son of the late Maj. Gen. Henry A. Bar- 
num, U.S.V., who was badly wounded in 
the battle of Malvern Hill during the Pe- 
ninsula campaign. Gen. Barnum was 
named for that battle. The father of Gen. 


Barnum was also awarded the Medal of 
Honor for his gallantry at Chattanooga, 
Although severely wounded lie led his regi- 
ment and was again severely wounded at 
Chattanooga Nov. 23, 1863. The younger 
Barnum was graduated from the U.S.M.A, 
in the class of 1886 and was assigned to 
the 3d Cavalry. His first service was in 
Texas, and among later duties, after being 
assigned to the 10th Cavalry, he served 
with that command as adjutant during the 
campaign in Cuba in 1898. He was shot 
through the hip in the battle of San Juan 
Hill, his injury at that time being one of 
the strangest coincidences in the records 
of the Army. His wound was received on 
the anniversary of the day upon which his 
father was wounded, also in the hip, in the 
battle of Malvern Hill in Civil War. The 
wound received by Gen. Barnum at San 
Juan forced him to remain in the hospital 
for two months. He was detailed to West 
Point as an instructor, served with the 8th 
Cavalry in the Philippines, was made ai@ 
on the staff of Gen. John F’. Weston, and 
upon Gen. Weston’s retirement returned 
to the Philippines in 1911. He completed 
courses for Reld officers at Fort Riley and 
at Fort Leavenworth, and was graduated 
from the War College. During the World 
War Gen. Barnum served as a temporary 
brigadier general, commanding the 183@ 
Infantry Brigade of the 92d Division and 
serving as chief of the American section 
of the Inter-Allied Armistice Commission 
at Spa. Belgium. He was awarded the 
D.S.M. by our government, the Order of 
the Bath (Companion) by Great Britain, 
the Legion of Honor (Commander) by 
France, the Order of Leopold (Comman- 
der) and the Croix de Guerre (with palm) 
by Belgium, and the Order of St. Maurice 
and Lazarus (Commander) by Italy. The 
D.S.M. citation follows: “For exception- 
ally meritorious and distinguished services, 
He commanded with marked success the 
183d Infantry Brigade from its organiza- 
tion to the close of active operations. The 
conduct of his brigade in the St. Die and 
Marbache sectors was indicative of his 
good leadership. As a member of the Inter- 
Allied Armistice Board he has performed 
his many exacting duties with marked abil- 
ity, address and sound judgment, render- 
ing services of the highest character to the 
government.” Gen. Barnum has served 
with the 1st, 3d, 5th, 8th and 10th Cayr- 
alry regiments, in the Adjutant General's 
Department and on the General Staff. 


OL. GEORGE LE ROY IRWIN, Car., 

U.S.A., appointed brigadier general, to 
date from Feb. 9, 1923, is the holder of 
the D.S.M. for World War service. He 
is at present on duty in the office of the 
Inspector General. He was born in Michi- 
gan, April 26, 1868, and was graduated 
from the U.S.M.A. in 1889, and was as 
signed to the Artillery. He is a graduate 
of the Army ‘War College, of which he was 
later assistant director, and has served 
details in the Quartermaster’s Department. 
Gen. Irwin had active service in both 
Cuba and the Philippines. During the 
World War he commanded the 161st Field 
Artillery Brigade at Camp Grant, IIL, u- 
til assigned to the 41st Division, which he 
joined at Camp Mills, N.Y., and command- 
ed en route to and for a short time after 
arrival in France. He participated as an 
Artillery commander in the Aisne-Marne, 
Oise-Marne and Meuse-Argonne offensives. 
In November, 1918, he took command of 
the Artillery School at Saumur. The n@ 
ture of Gen. Irwin’s service with the ALE. 
F. is indicated by the following citation 
upon which was based the award of @ 
Distinguished Service Medal: “He com 
manded with ability the 57th Artillery Bri 
gade during the Marne-Aisne, Oise-Aisne 
and Meuse-Argonne offensives. At all times 
he displayed keen judgment, high military 
attainments and loyal devotion to duty. 
The success of the division whose advance 
he supported was due. in a large measure, 
to his eminent technical skill and ability 
as an artillerist.”

HOLWAY. 


Wisconsin has met with an irreparable 
loss by the death of Orlando Holway, The 
Adjutant General, in Madison Feb. 3 
following a brief but bitter attack of pneu- 
monia. 

Born im a rural homestead, reared in 
the open, an explorer of our forests and 
farm lands from early boyhood, schooled 
at Shattuck, graduated from Trinity Col- 
lege, Hartford, teaching the classics awhile 
in Connecticut, before returning home, 
where he spent two years surveying the 
northern counties of the state; settling at 
Wausau, with a good start in the lumber 
business, he joined Company G, 3d Wis- 
consin Infantry, in 1882 and, as first lieu- 
tenant, saw it rated by the Regular Army 
judges, foremost not only in Wisconsin 
but in competition at Chicago with Illi- 
nois, Michigan, Ohio, Kentucky and sev- 
eral other states. Resigning the captaincy 
on account of removal to LaCrosse, he was 
appointed regimental adjutant and served 
in the South, and in Porto Rico through- 
out the Spanish War, then, on the reor- 
ganization of the Guard, was promoted to 
the coloneley of the regiment. Sixteen 
years he led Wisconsin’s “Rifle Regiment,” 
the favorite of Gen. John F. Morrison dur- 
ing his three summers’ instruction work 
in the state, and finally, on the resigna- 
tion of Gen. Charles R. Boardman, who 
had for twenty years so successfully filled 
the office, was at once tendered the adju- 
tant generalship—the man of all others 
the Guard looked up to—and there and 
then began a career unmatched in our 
records, 

A staunch believer in the influence, ex- 
ample and teachings of the Regular Army, 
the warm friend of its many officers who, 
beginning in the fall of 1880, had served 
4s instructors, when the Guard was called 
or service to the Mexican border in 1916, 
and by scores prominent officers and legis- 
lators urged that the command be given a 
distinguished and worthy Wisconsin sol- 

ler, Holway manfully went to him—his 
long-time. friend and associate—and per- 
suaded him that the best interests of the 
Guard demanded that a “Regular” be 
chosen for the command, and it was 80 
ordered, the Governor backing his brainy 
chief of staff, in spite of many local ob- 
Jections. 
aoe Wisconsin brigade returned from 

¢ border with wonderful letters of com- 


mendation from generals and staff officers. 
Then the war cry of 1917 came and long 
days before the mobilization orders came 
Holway had the old Guard under canvas at 
Camp Douglas, hardening and training 
for the supreme service before it, and then 
organized three new regiments of infantry, 
one of cavalry and one of field artillery, 
with a battalion each of engineers and 
signal troops. Sixteen thousand men, uni- 
formed, armed and fairly equipped, he 
sent te Texas that autumn to form the 
greater part of what became the famous 
32d Division, later classed by General 
Pershing, with the 1st and 2d Regulars, 
as one of his five “shock” divisions, and 
led from first to last by “Bunker” Haan. 

It is impossible in this article to re- 
count the value and importance of the 
work accomplished by Gen. Holway dur- 
ing the World War. In spite of the repu- 
tation of so many of its politicians and 
people as pacifists and pro-Germans, its 
soldiery saved the name of Wisconsin. 
Then came the return, the reorganization, 
the building up of a new Guard, nearly 
four times the numerical strength of the 
old, with Cavalry and Field Artillery in 
almost undue proportion, for one-eighth of 
the mounted forces of the Guard of the 
forty-eight states was demanded of Wis- 
consin. The problems that confronted 
Holway were more numerous and trying 
than ever before, yet he faced them and 
triumphed over them. 

The camp of 1922, with Wisconsin’s en- 
tire force, a beautiful squadron of the 
14th Cavalry (Gillem’s), a score of ad- 
mirable instructors from the Army, with 
Holway in command, was the most valu- 
able and successful in all our long history. 
Already plans and projects were being 
blocked out for the camp of 1923, when 
Holway, who had been working far too 
long and worrying far too much, on Jan. 
30 last was suddenly taken ill at his desk 
with pneumonia, and the temperature 
shot up to the “dead line.” On Feb. 3 
he rallied just enough to give us momen- 
tary hope, but in the night the overtaxed 
heart gave way and Gen. Holway breathed 
his last. 

For soldiership, ability, broad and thor- 
ough knowledge of the military laws as 
well as of the needs of the nation, for pa- 
tience, courtesy, untiring energy, and for 
the honor and affection in which he was 
held, Orlando Holway stood unrivaled in 
our state. VETERAN. 


JULIAN 


First Lt. Rupert Julian, Air Ser., U. 
S.A., on duty at Schofield Baracks, Ha- 
waii, was killed on Jan. 29, when his air- 
plane went into a tail spin at an altitude 
of about 700 feet and crashed. The acci- 
dent occurred about a half-mile from the 
Schofield Flying Field. An enlisted man 
in the plane -with Lt. Julian was prob- 
ably fatally injured. Lt. Julian was born 
in Indiana in 1899 and entered the Regu- 
lar Army as a second lieutenant in the Air 
Service July 1, 1920. He was a graduate 
of the Air Service Observation School and 
served during the World war as a private 
in the aviation section of the Signal Corps 
and as a. temporary second lieutenant in 
the Air Service. 


KINGSBURY. 


Col. Henry P. Kingsbury, U.S.A., re- 
tired, died Feb. 1 at his home, 1829 Wyo- 
ming avenue, Washington, D.C. 1.e was 
born in North Carolina, April 25, 1850, 
and was a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class 
of 1871, when he was assigned to the 6th 
Cavalry. He remained an officer of the 
6th until Jan. 23, 1900, when he was pro- 
moted major, 3d Cavalry. He was pro- 
moted lieutenant colonel, 8th Cavalry, Feb. 
25, 1908, and colonel Aug. 31, 1906. He 
was retired for age April 25, 1914. Col. 
Kingsbury during the first twenty years of 
his service was almost continually on fron- 
tier duty and scouting against the Indians 
at various posts in Kansas, Indian Terrt- 
tory, Texas, Arizona and New Mexico. 
He also took part in the expedition to 
Indian Territory Nov. 21, 1874, to Febru- 
ary, 1875. Among many other duties he 
was in the rifle competition July to Sep- 
tember, 1879, and with the rifle team of 
the Division of the Pacific from July 27 
to Nov. 23, 1880. Col. Kingsbury served 
as inspector of small arms practice and 
engineer officer of the Division of the At- 
lantic and the Department of the Bast. 
During the war with Spain he served in 
the campaign against Santiago and in 
Cuba, being in command of a squadron. 
He was engaged in the battle of San Juan 
and in the operations and siege of Santi- 
ago. and subsequent service included duty 
at Fort Riley, Kas., commanding the post 
at Fort Myer and duty in the Philippine 
Islands in 1900. He. was in command of 
the station at Badoc and in command of 
the 3d Squadron of the 3d Cavalry at 
Santa Maria, and was acting inspector 
general, Division of the Philippines. He 
served at the Presidio and Fort Assinni- 


boine, and was later in command of Fort 
Sill, Okla, and was in command of the 
Jefferson Guards at the World’s Fair, St. 
Louis, Mo. He went on a second tour to 
the Philippines with the 1st Squadron of 
the 8th Cavalry in June, 1905, and re- 
turned to the United States in 1907, go- 
ing to Fort Robinson, Neb. He was de- 
tailed to the 14G.D. in 1912.

Fort Slocum, N.Y. 


LOVELL. 


Brig. Gen. Charles P. Lovell, The Adju- 
tant General of Florida, died of pneu- 
monia at his home in St. Augustine, Fia., 
Jan. 25. The interment was in Evergreen 
Cemetery Jan. 26 with full military honors. 
He was a highly respected officer and citi- 
zen. Gen. Lovell was born in [Illinois 
fifty-three years ago, but his parents moved 
to Florida when he was an infant. He 
first entered the Florida National Guard 
ag a private in 1887, and was duly pro- 
moted in successive grades to brigadier 
general. He served-as major of the Ist 
Florida Volunteers during the war with 
Spain, and during the World War he

Cdr. John Henry Moore, U.S.N., re- 
tired, died Feb. 3 at the Naval Hospital, 
Washington, D.C. The funeral was held 
at the Wyoming Apartments Feb. 5. The 
interment was at Arlington, with military 
honors. Cdr. Moore was well known in 
the naval and financial circles of the capi- 
tal. At the time of his death he was presi- 
dent of the class which graduated from 
the U.S. Naval Academy on June 4, 1869, 
and was treasurer-general of the Society 
of American Wars. During his active ser- 
vice in the Navy, he circled the globe 
twice and assisted in laying the first cable 
from the United States to Honolulu.

Upon his retirement in 
1889, Cdr. Moore became vice president of 
the West End National Bank, and was on 
the board of directors until his death. In 
1904 he was president of the Bankers’ As- 
sociation, and was on the board of direc- 
tars of the Emergency Hospital when he 
died. He was one of the founders of the 
Naval Mutual Aid Association. He was 
also one of the founders of the Army and 
Navy Club of Washington, serving many 
years on the board of directors, and as 
president in 1903. He was a member of 
many patriotic societies, including the 
Sons of the American Revolution, the So- 
ciety of Colonial Wars and the Naval In- 
stitute. Cdr. Moore was born in Buffalo, 
N.Y., Feb. 18, 1849, a son of George A.

The 10th Infantry Brigade (reinforced )—less

tion in the training at Camp Knox on the part 
of the 88th Squadron, Observation, Air Service 
and Photo Section No. 7 as may be desirable. 

Combined training will take place from about 
May 10 to June 13, inclusive, with a formal 
tactical inspection by the corps area commander 
about June 12. The regular small-arms target 
practice will be comp'eted by May 31. The 
supplementary season will be the remainder of 
year after return to permanent stations. 

The order gives the scope of the training in 


detail, which includes schoo!s, riot duty, ath- 
letics, etc. 
National Guard. 
Dates of training for the National Guard 


in the field will be announced later. 

Schedules for the fifteen days’ field training 
will be prepared, one month in advance, and 
submitted to the senior inspector at the camp 
where fie’d training is to be had ten days prior 
to arrival. 

In general, in the field training this year the 
fundamentals of the small units will be empha- 
sized, especially where such units are newly 
organized or where they have shown by their 
armory work that they have not definitely passed 
the rudimentary stage. As a rule, no maneuvers 
for combined arms will be attempted, but in 
each camp at least four half-day terrain exer- 
cises, without troops, will be held for all general 
and field officers and their staffs. 


Organized Reserves. 

Training plans for Organized Reserves are at 
the present time tentative and dependent on 
congressional appropriations for the coming fiscal 
year. The plans contemplate the following 
camps: 

1. Camp for all Coast Artillery officers at 
Fort Monroe, Va., in July. 

2. Camp for all Air Service officers at Wilbur 
Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, in July. 

3. Combined camp for all other Reserve off- 
cers at Camp Knox, probably July 12 to 26, 
inclusive. 

It is hoped funds will be sufficient for calling 
about 900 Reserve officers for duty at this camp. 
Approximately 2,000 Reserve officers in_ this 
corps area have already signified their desire 
to attend a training camp this year. As soon 
as definite information is received from the 
War Department as to what funds will be avail- 
able for Organized Reserve training, detailed 
instructions will be issued to all concerned. 


Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 

Training camps will be he'd from June 14 
to July 25, 1923, both davs inclusive. The 
5th Corps Area R.O.T.C. camps will be held 
at Camp Knox, Ky., as heretofore for senior 
Infantry and Field Artillery units. Field Ar- 
tillery students from the 6th and ‘7th Corps 
Areas will also be sent to this camp, just as 
was the case last year. Coast Artil'ery, Ord- 
nance, Medical, Dental and Veterinary units 
of the 5th Corps Area will be sent to the 3d 
Corps Area camps. 

Engineer units of the 5th Corps. Area, except 
Rose Polytechnic Institute, will also be sent to 
the 3d Corps Area. Rose Polytechnic students 
and the Cavalry unit at Culver will go to the 
6th Corps Area camp. The Signal Corps stu- 
dents from Ohio State University will be sent 
to the 2d Corps Area. It wi!l be seen that 
the general plan for the 1923 camps is the 
same as for 1922. There will be no special 
camp for junior R.O.T.C. students. Such stu- 
dents, together with those of S.R. No. 45 schools, 
will be encouraged to attend the Citizens’ Mili- 
tary Training camps. 


Citizens’ Military Training Camps. 

The recruiting campaign wil! be conducted by 
these headquarters and not by the chiefs of 
staff of Reserve divisions as was done in 1922. 
To assist in the campaign five civilian aids are 
expected from the Military Training Camps As- 
sociation, i.e., one for the Corps Area Head- 
quarters and one for each state in the corps 
area. 

It is expected that the C.M.T. camp will be 
held at Camp Knox, Ky., from July 27 to Aug. 
26, both dates inclusive. Definite selection of 
dates is dependent on information not yet 
available.

Financial Digest 


Hereafter the Army and Navy Journal 
will publish in this column a digest of the 
financial and investment situation, edited 
by Mr. Sykes, as an added service to its 
readers.

The security markets, after several weeks 
of watchful waiting, have evidently decided not 
to become alarmed over the European political 
situation, or at least to comsider domestic de- 
velopments as outweighing the importance of 
what might happen abroad. Whether the stock 
market is correct in its interpretation must be 
awaited. 

The majority of industrial stocks have reached 
levels where a considerable reaction could take 
place, and probably would, if foreign affairs 
should take a more untoward turn. Railroad 
stocks, on the other hand, have not had any 
upturn of consequence and their technical posi- 
tion is correspondingly better. 

Prior to 1915 average prices for railroad 
stocks were consistently above those of industrial 
stocks, but about the middle of that year the 
rails dipped below the industrials and ever since 
have sold in lower territory. The underlying 
position of both industrials and rails has changed 
materially within the last seven years, and there 
is no intention to convey the idea that because 
railroad averages were formerly higher than in- 
dustrial averages they should always remain so. 
However, the present spread is far too wide 
to be justified by facts. 


Highly Satisfactory Railroad Report. 


As has been pointed out in the column on 
numerous occasions, the relatively poor earnings 
statements of the railroads covering the autumn 
months were due to extraordinary causes which 
were of a temporary nature. With operating 
costs on a normal basis, that is, without the 
additional expense incurred on account of the 
shopmen’s strike, and railroad traffic and gross 
revenues at new high records, net _ned 
income must be of highly satisfactory pro 
tions. December was the first month w ich 
truly reflected this condition. Baltimore and 
Ohio reported a net of $5,438,556, while the 
ten-year average December net is $1,337,500. 
The St. Paul net income gained from $30,290 
in December a year ago to $1,106.000. Chi- 
eago and Northwestern transformed a deficit 
into a surplus of over $1,000,000. Gains all 
over the country were noteworthy with the ex- 
ception of certain of the coalers. Car loadings 
for January are at new high records for that 
month, and when the earnings statements cov- 
ering that month appear net should be on as 
favorable a scale as in Decem 


Property Valuation of Railroads. 


A return of 5.75 per cent. on property valua- 
tion, determine as a “fair’’ return, and freight 
rates fixed to permit this, is a very liberal ar- 
rangement. If the railroads do earn 5.75 per 
cent. on property valuations, owners of railroad 
securities have cause to congratulate themselves. 
Since 1890, excluding the period of Federal 
control, net operating income has equalled or 
exceeded 5.75 per cent. on property valuation 
in but four years, the highest return being 
in 1916 when 6.39 pér cent. was earned. More- 
over, the base upon which the return is figured 
has increased from year to year so that the 
net must increase to hold the same ratio. 

The high levels to which railroad stocks have 
sold in the past, on a return on property 
valuation no greater than at present, is too 
well known to repeat here. In the 1909 bull 
market the return for the year was 5.31 per 
cent. Full reports for 1922 are not yet filed, 
but a close estimate places earnings last year 

ual to 4.20 per cent. on property valuation, 
which i is the same figure as for 1915. In 1922 
traffic was subnormal in the early part of the 
year, coal movement was far below normal 
throughout the entire year, and there was a 
handicap on account of the shopmen’s strike. 

In considering the return on property valua- 
tion it is important to bear in mind that this 
increases from year to year for two reasons. 
First, a net operating income which was equiva- 
lent to 4.20 per cent. in 1915 was figured on 
$16.257,146,632, while the net operating income 
equivalent to 4.20 per cent. in 1922 was figured 
on $20,338,597,657. 

Increased Equity in Railroads. 

The investment in road and equipment was 
not accompanied by a like expansion in capitali- 
zation, so that 4.20 per cent. in 1922 means 
a considerably greater percentage on capitaliza- 
tion than in 1915. Net capitalization in 1915, 
exclusive of securities held by the railroads them- 
selves, stood at $16,307,502,600. At the close 
of 1922 net capitalization stood at $17,683,- 
663,280. 

Thus, while $4,081,451,025 have been put 
back into the property, only $1,376,160,680 of 
new capital has been raised. Railroad securi- 
ties, therefore, show a greater equity and a 
stronger earning power now than in 1915, the 
return on the increased valuation being the same 
in 1922 as in 1915, as stated above. 

The other point in connection with the greater 
increase in investment than in capitalization to 
the extent of $2,705,290,345 since 1915 is that 
this amount is available for capitalization, that 
is, securities can be issued for this amount to 
reimburse the companies for capital expendi- 
tures. The railroads have done very little new 
financing for several years. Of the $4,273,-

F. W. B.—Decision of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral, published in Finance Circular No. 9, 1922, 
was rendered prior to the passage of the act of 
Sept. 14, 1922. An officer demoted under pro- 
visions of the act of June 30, 1922, is entitled 
to the pay and allowances which he was receiv- 
ing as of the higher grade on date of demotion, 
until such time as the pay of his grade and 
length of service equals or exceeds that saved 
to him by the act of Sept. 14, 1922. 

TOM GOGGINS asks: A claims that the late 
Col. Charles Young, Cav., did not receive a 
commission as second lieutenant with the rest 
of his c’ass on graduation from West Point, 
and that some years after his graduation he 
received a commission through an act of Con- 
gress, with back pay and allowances from date 
of graduation. B claims that on his gradua- 
tion he was given a commission as second lieu- 
tenant with the rest of his class and that his 
promotions thereafter were in accordance with 
Army Regulations, and that when promoted to 
a white regiment he transferred to a colored 
regiment. Kindly publish the date of gradua- 
tion and the dates of his promotions and regi- 
ments assigned to. 

Answer: The official Army records show that 
Charles Young entered the U.S.M.A. as a cadet 
June 15, 1884, and was commissioned an addi- 
tional second lieutenant, 10th Cavalry, Aug. 31, 
1889. All the other members of the class of 
1889 were graduated on.June 12 except Young, 
some as second lieutenants, others as additional!

C. E. L. requests answer to the following? 


In Provisional Infantry Drill Regulations, 1919, 
the command “stack arms” requires the even 
numbers of the front rank to take the pieces 
of their rear rank men and throw the butt 
about two feet in front of them and to the 
right of the interval between them and the men 
on their right. I was taught that the butt was 
thrown out opposite the center of the interval 
to the right. Which is correct, throw the butt 
to the right of the interval on the right, or 
opposite the center of the interval on the right? 

Answer: The butt of the piece is properly 
placed opposite the right of the interval and 
not opposite the center of this interval. This 
is required not only by the present Drill Regu 
lations, but by the two previous issues of that 
book. Evidently your instructor had an errone 
ous idea of the movement.
